An unusual case was heard before 
Mr. N. L. Smith at the’ Magistracy 


gester ‘ay afternoon, when an Indian} 


woman ‘named Miriam Mohammed 


was charged with having attempted. 
to obtain the sum.of $1,000 from the 
Registrar of the Supreme Court by 
false pretences, and with Intent to 
defraud. Tho cefendant's” father, 
“Abraham Mohammed, who died some 


ten years ago, ‘left a will whereby 
the defendant and her daughter 
profited to the extent of $8,000, 
or half of his “fortune. The 
other’. half’ of. the 
waz, according to the terms of the 
wil, to zoto charity. The defendant’s 
share of the monez.was kept in.trust 
by the Registrar who paid monthly 
instalments of $35 to her. On June 
' 99, she applied to the Registrar for 
the sumof $1,000 for the alleged pur- 
pose of redeeming her son who hed 
_ been kidnapped. When the Registrar 
. made enquiries as to the truth-of the 
defendant's story it was found that 
she'had a' daughter only. : 


Mr. M. K. Lo, who appedred 
for. the defence, said that he 
would admit that the statement 
the defendant made to _ the 

’* Registrar with reference to her son 
having been kidnapped was untrue, 
but the Iegal point. involved in the 
case was whether the defendant had 
any intention to defraud the Re- 
gistrar. The defendant obviously 
regarded the money held in 
trust by the Registrar as her, 
property, and from what ‘ke 
(Counsel) could gather, it appeared 
that the'defendant’s father left half 
of his fortune to her and her 
daughter for life.
